tfhe Department of State shares your concerns about the fate 
Of Hu Wallenberg and take every appropriate opportunity to 
Inquire with the Soviet government about the whereabout* and 
condition of Raoul Wallenberg. 


As you know i President Reagan conferred American 
citizenship on Mr. Wallenberg in October 1981. Honoring him in 
this fashion was an important symbolic act. It made the world 
aware of our great admiration for his courage and dedication to 
humanity* In addition# it stressed our abhorrence tor his 
unjust end illegal punishment by the Soviet government. 

Secretary Shultz has also cited the courageous acts of 
Raoul Wallenberg in Stockholm and in his visits with 8ovlet 
Foreign Minister Gromyko. In August 1983# Edward J. Dervlnski# 
Counselor of the Department* testified before Congress on the 
subject of Raoul Wallenberg. As he stated then# "Our position 
has remained consistent and clear. Until the Soviets provide a 
full clarification of Wallenberg *# fate* the United States will 
not accept as final the Soviet assurances that Wallenberg died 
in 1947. •• I can assure you categorically that this matter 
will be raised again in every appropriate for urn. N
